According to Kuwait's A1 
Sryassah daily, the King and 
President Saleh would “review 
the Yemens* unity and prepa¬ 
rations for the merger.” 

. . A joint statement on unity 
plans was made during a news 
conference in Aden, the South 
Yemeni capital, on Dec. 1 by 
visiting North Yemeni Presi¬ 
dent Ah Abdullah Saleh and - 
tire secretary general of South 
Yemen’s rating Yemeni Sotial- 
ist Party, Afi Salem AlBeadb. 

The announcement of the 
agreement hi Aden came as 
South Yemen .was celebrating 
its 22nd anniversary of inde¬ 
pendence from Britain. Sanaa 
and Aden have signed a draft 
unity constitution which will be 
submitted to the legislative 
assemblies of the two countries 
for ratification within the next 
six months. 

Sanaa and Aden began ex¬ 
ploring the possibility of unity 
m 2971 but did nofragree to the 
basic principles erf unity untQ 
last May. Official representa¬ 
tives of the two governments 
had been meeting since then to 
work out tire details of unifica¬ 
tion. 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Violence 
flared in Beirut and other parts of 
Lebanon Tuesday, ana Presi¬ 
dent Elias Hrawi pledged to ask 
Syria to withdraw its 40,000 
troops if his g o ve rnm ent can res¬ 
tore its authority dVer the war- 
ridden country. 

Police said 20 people were 
wounded in fighting m Beirut and 
South Lebanon between the Sy¬ 
rian-backed Axnal militia and the 
pro-Iranian Hizbollah. 

Four warplanes blasted Palesti¬ 
nian bases near Sidon, provincial 
capital of South Lebanon, in 
Israel's 17th air raid into Lebanon 
tins year. Seven people were 
wounded. 

The Israeli-backed, Christian^ 
officered South Lebanon Army 
shelled tire markettown ofNaba- 
tiyeh and the nearby village 
Hadatha, north of Israel's self- 
designated “security zone,” with 
howitzers. Eleven people were 
wounded. 

Two civilians suffered minor 
shrapnel wounds in east Beirut 
during skirmishes between 
General Mkhel Aoun’s troops 
and Syrian-backed mititia*. 

Security sources said Syrian 
troops, whom Aoun has vowed to 
drive from the country, took no 
part in tire fighting. 

Hrawi, elected president 12 
days ago with Syria's backing, 
was threatened to oust Aoun by 
foce from tire presidential palace 
in the enclave. But hi; sajd last 
Friday be hoped mediation would 
define the crisis. 

Hrawi was quoted Tuesday as 


saying we would ask Damascus to 
withdraw its troops from certain 
areas when he had extended his 
au t h orit y to the Christian en¬ 
clave. 

This will take place as soon as 
possible,” he told Beirut's inde¬ 
pendent A1 Nahar newspaper. 

“We are peace seekers. But if 
others want to provoke a war for 
other parties' interests, we will 
quell it with aH the meam avail¬ 
able to us.” 

Aoun fold Britain's Channel 
Foot television station that he 
wanted diplomatic mftffin f io n to 
end his snuggle with Syria. 

In South Lebanon, four Israeli 
jets raided bases of the Palestine 
liberation Front (PLF) in tire 
village of Majdalyotm. 

Security sources said five guer¬ 
rillas were wounded. A nrifitaxy 
position and a clinic were hit. 
Hospital beds were showered 
with debris and amhufanreg dam¬ 
aged. 

In the eastern Bekaa Valley, 
Syrian army officers and Iranian 
embassy offi cials mediated an 
Amal-InzboQab ceasefire dashes 
Monday killed 10 people and 
wounded 30. 

Security sources said Amal 
Hizbollah agreed* to allow Red 
Cross officials to enter Mash- 
ghara and other disputed villages. 

Hizbollah freed 19 Amal tniH- 
tiamen captured Monday and 
both groups pulled fighters and 
heavy guns oat of tire Villages.-: 

However, tire Afoul whs reor¬ 
ganising its militiamen in tire Be¬ 
kaa VaDey, apparently preparing 


for a counter-attack to regain 
control of the villages of Sober, 
Yohmor and Mashgara. 

Amal tort tire tinee strongholds 
to Hizbollah in fierce overnight 
fighting. 

Syrian troops stayed out of tire 
battles, but scores were deployed 
Tuesday at an Amal base at the 
northern entrance to Mashgara. 

“Amal has lost all ft s pogtions 

which is now under the control of 
Hizbollah and the Syrians,” the 
police spokesman said. 

Skirmishes across Beirut's 
green fine panicked the popula¬ 
tion which fears the political crisis 
between Hrawi and Aoun migh t 
plunge the country into another 
round of savage artillery duels. 

The streets of Beirut were de¬ 
serted after tire first few rounds of 
gunfire echoed at midday (1000 
GMT). Many residents ran 
straight to bomb shelters. 

SLA gunners shelled South 
Lebanon for the fourth consecu¬ 
tive day. 

Security sources said they 
wounded seven people in the 
village of firaasheet, just outside 
Israel’s self-declared “security 
zone.” 

Five people were killed and 
ntore than 18 wounded in SLA 
attacks on Nabatiyeh Monday.

However, John Kelly, an assis¬ 
tant secretary of state, indicated 
Washington does not consider it 
has Egypt’s last word cm a UB.- 
proposed plan to do that, despite 
Cano’s insistence it has notfamg 
more to say. 

Speaking to reporters after 
.meeting with President -Hosni 
Mubarak, tire U.S. diplomat said 
afi sides in the Arab-Jsraeti con¬ 
flict were discussing U.S. Secret¬ 
ary of State James Baker’s five- 
point plan for an Israeli-P&lesti- 
nian dialogue in Cairo. 

“We have been woriemg for 
months id harmony (with Egypt) 
and with deep respect for the 
co n tributions that Egypt has been 
malrmg to the peace process,” he 
said. 

But he refused to characterise 
what Egyptian officials have de¬ 
scribed as Cano's fetal answer to 
the Balrer plan. Hie document, 
which embodies tire position of 
the Palestine Liberation Orga¬ 


nisation (PLO), was relayed last 
Sunday throngh the U.S. 


Kelly also said the United 
States mid tire Soviet Union took 
no specific dedsions at their rap- 
proa re men t summit last weekend 
on how to resolve the Arab- 
Israeli conflict.

U.S. experts and Palestinians 
said an agreement between 
Washington and Moscow on the 
Middle East could put pressure 
on Israel to give np occupied 
territories in return for peace. 

But in Israel Prime Miniser 
Yitzhak Shamir said after meet¬ 
ing Kelly: T don’t believe there 
wifi be pressure.” 


Kelly told reporters in occu¬ 
pied Jerusalem that Washington 
was trying to use its influence to 
settle the Arab-IsraeH conflict 

Israeli officials said Kelly told 
Foreign Minister Moshe Arens 
that U.S. President George Bush 
and Soviet leader Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev agreed that Arabs and 
Israelis should work to resolve 
the conflict by themselves. 

Palestinians in tire occupied 
territories hailed tire U.S.-Soviet 
rapprochement and said closer 
ties, between tire superpowers 
weakened farad’s stance. 

'This wilt and should influence 
Israel’s poficy towards the whole 
conflict and thus farad should be 
more willing to co mpromi se,” 
Ziad Abu Zayyad, a leading West 
Bank Palestinian figure, told 
Reuters. 

A leading U.S. expert cm the 
Middle East, Martin Indyk, said 
in Tel Aviv last week that 
changes sweeping Eastern 
Europe would diminish farad’s 
strategic importance to tire Un¬ 
ited States, which supplies $3 
billion a year in aid.

“The former general secretary 
(of the Communist Party) and 
president, Erich Honecker, is 
among those who are not allowed 
to leave their houses in the ele¬ 
gant compound,” ADN reported.

The 77-year-old Honecker has 
been in ill health following gafir 
s u rg er y last summer, and 
had been a virtual recluse in 
Wandfitz even before tire house 
arrest was announced. 

Honecker and his inner circle 
are under investigation for sus¬ 
pected corruption while three for¬ 
mer potitburo members are 
already in prison pending inves¬ 
tigation. 

Honrs before Honecker’s con¬ 
finement was revealed, Prosecu¬ 
tor-General Guemter Wendland 
resigned after bring showered 
with conuriamts that he acted too 


slowly to uncover corruption 
among the former Communist 
Party elite. 

ADN quoted his spokesman as 
saying Wendland and Iris deputy, 
Kari-Heinrich Borchert, handed 
in their resignations at tire council 
erf state, the head of state's 
offices. He gave no reason for 
their departure. 

- Corruption scandals have hit 
crisis-ridden East Germany like 
bombshells in tire past two weeks 
and have .brought loud demands 
at d e m ous tratiogs and in tire 
media for Wendland to quit be¬ 
cause he failed to root out wrong¬ 
doing fast enough. 

The resignations came a day 
after crowds of East Germans, 
angry about tire c orruption of 
former party bosses and the slow 
g overnment response, had occu¬ 
pied police offices m three cities 
in a search for mcriminattng evi¬ 
dence. 


About 2,000 people began de- 
moHshmg the locked front entr¬ 
ance of a security police bmkfimg 
in the so u t h west city of Suhl 
Tuesday night before they were 
allowed in to inspect documents, 
ADN said. 

In Erfurt and Leipzig, demon¬

Israel says 5 ‘infiltrators’ shot dead 

37 children under 13 
killed during uprising 


‘No specific superpower decision in Malta ’ 

Kelly hopes for agreement 
on Mideast peace talks soon 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — At least 37. Children 
under the age of 13 have been 
shot and killed by Israeli troops 
or civilians during the nearly two- 
year Palestinian uprising, an 
Israeli human rights organisation 
said Tuesday. 

Israeli troops shot and killed 
five guerrillas who infiltrated into 
Israel from Egypt to stage an 
attack, the milkary command 
announced Tuesday. 

It said the dash occurred in the 
eariy morning horns after the 
guerrillas crossed the border from 
Egypt’s Sinai peninsula into the 
western part of the Naqab desert. 

An Israeli- force encountered 
the guerrillas a chase and killed 
them all without suffering any 
casualties, the army said. 

It was not dear to which orga¬ 
nisation the guerrillas belonged. 
They carried five Soviet-designed 
Kalashnik ov assault rifles, five 
grenades, a pistol with maga¬ 
zines, binoculars and wire cot¬ 
ters, the army said. 

In the occupied Gaza Strip, 
troops shot and killed a 17-year- 
old Palestinian and wounded 15 
other demonstrators including a 
10-year-old, hospital officials 
said.- 

The officials said Nasser A1 


Kejek was fatally woonded with a 
plastic bullet to the chest and 
10-year-old Hazem Erhayem was 
rushed' to Gaza’s AhH hospital 
with a gunshot wound to tire head. 

The death raised to 626 the 
number of Palestinians killed by 
Israeli troops or dvibans during 
tire uprising. 

Also Tuesday, police chased 
two Arab high school students 
through a hotel (fining room in 
Arab Jerusalem where tourists 
were having lunch, threatening to 
shoot if the youths did not halt, 
witnesses said. 

In the West Bank, hundreds of 
soldiers and volunteers were sear¬ 
ching for a Jewish seminary stu¬ 
dent who disappeared Monday 
afternoon from tire settlement of 
Maale Amos. 

Residents of tire settlement 
said Maadav left his house Mon¬ 
day morning, apparently plan¬ 
ning to go for a hike, and never 
returned. 

The Israeli Information Centre 
for Human Rights in the Occu¬ 
pied Territories said that 132 chil¬ 
dren under the age of 17 were 
shot and killed in tire uprising, 
including 37 children under the 
age of X3. 

The group, founded by liberal 


Israeli politicians and academics, 
said the number of children fatally 
wounded by gunfire has been 
steadily increasing. Of the 37 
children under the age of 13, nine 
were fatally wounded in the first 
year of the uprising, while 28 
were shot daring the second year. 

Military authorities dosed all 
schools in the Gaza Strip for 10 
days from Tuesday and Palesti¬ 
nians reported widespread arrests 
of suspected activists in what 
appeared to be preemptive op¬ 
erations to prevent violence on 
the Dec. 9 anniversary of the 
uprising. 

Palestinians said 15 Arabs were 
wounded by army gunfire during 
dashes in the dty and in Jabaiya 
and Nusseirat Palestinian refugee 
camps. 

Head of the Israeli army's 
southern command Matan Vilnai 
told Israel army radio the Naqab 
attack was apparently linked to 
the anniversary of the uprising. 

Vilnai declined to provide de¬ 
tails of the dash, saying only that 
“all the infiltrators have been 
killed... the forces acted well, 
exactly as we expected them to.” 

Contrary to the army's state¬ 
ment, he said the guerrillas car¬ 
ried at least 50 grenades of diffe¬ 
rent types. 


Manila fighting spreads to 
exdusive neighbourhoods 


MANILA (Agencies) — Hun¬ 
dreds of foreigners fled fierce 
combat between rebel and loyal¬ 
ist troops in the financial district 
Tnesday bat thousands more 
were trapped for a fourth night 
after evacuation efforts failed. 

A rebel source said the insur¬ 
gents, who are seeking to oust 
President Corazon Aquino, 
might not allow all the trapped 
Americans to leave because of 
U.S. support for the government. 

On Tuesday, fighting reread 
into exdusive neighbourhoods 
near where ambassadors from the 
United States, China and the 
Soviet Union live. 

The rebel source said on condi¬ 
tion of not being identified that 
tire insurgents would release all 
Asian and European tourists but 
“the intention rs not to release 
Americans.” 

On Friday, the first day of the 
coup attempt, U.S. F-4 Phantom 
fighter jets flew air cover in sop- 
port of pro-governmeut forces. 

More than 74 people have been 
IriHwl and more than 500 wound¬ 
ed since rebels launched the-most 
serious attempt yet to topple 
Aqnino's administration. Rebels 
say . the elected government has 
faffed to deal effectively with the 
country's Comnumist insurgency, 
corruption, incompetence and 
economic problems. 


In addition to firepower, the 
government used emotional 
appeals m an effort to lure the 
estimated 400 defiant-rebels. 

In what appeared to be a move 
to wear down the resistance of 
the rebels holding around 15 
high-rise buddings in Makati, the 
government televised scenes of 
their families pleading for them 
to lay down their arms and return 
home for Christmas. 

“Come home, I don’t want our 
children to be orphans,” sobbed 
the wife of rebel leader Lieute¬ 
nant-Colonel Rafael Galvez. 

But Galvez, in a day marked by 
sporadic though often intense 
fighting that saw at least six peo¬ 
ple killed and more than 30 in¬ 
jured, said the rebels would fight 
on “for as long as necessary... 
until President Aquino steps 
down.” 

Galvez made the comment at a 
news conference at the rebel-held 
Inter-Continental hotel. 

A Reuter correspondent in the 
hotel, in the heart of a sector 
where some 3,000 Filipinos and 
2,000 foreigners are marooned, 
reported heavy fighting only one 
kilometre away in the late after- ' 
noon. 

Another rebel leader at the 
hotel, Captain Danny lim said 
food had been stockpiled in 
buildings they held and the move 


to Makati, the country’s financial 
heart, was a pre-planned fallback 
in the event of the initial failure 
of the coup. 

“We can hold on as long as we 
want to. There is going to be a 
snowballing effect,” he said, 
dressed in fatigues and with a 
bandolier of bullets across his 
chest.

U.N. Assembly adopts 3 
resolutions criticising Israel 


UNITED NATIONS (ft) — As 
delegates huddled on a con¬ 
troversial resolution upgrading 
the U.N. status of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO), 
file General Assembly Monday 
adopted three other resolutions 
critiasing Israel. 

They included one that recog¬ 
nises the FLO’S right to establish 
an independent state. 

This resolution, passed by 109 
to 18 with 31 abstentions, also 
called on all states to put an end 
to military and economic aid to 
Israel and asked for tbe conven¬ 
ing of an international peace con¬ 
ference on the Middle East 

In voting against the resolu¬ 
tion., U.S. Ambassador Thomas 
Pickering said Washington sup¬ 
ported a “property structured in¬ 
ternational conference” which 
could facilitate direct negotia¬ 
tions between tbe parties.

States (fid not support a confer¬ 
ence that would have power to 
impose a settlement mi parties.

Cyprus talks for early

UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
Greek Cypriot and Turkish Cyp¬ 
riot leaders have expressed wil¬ 
lingness to revive talks on reunit¬ 
ing the partitioned ManH but the 
United Nations has deliberately 
not set a date for them.

The five-day workshop was 
organised by the regional Centre 
for Environmental Health Activi¬ 
ties (CEHA) in cooperation with 
the Ministry of Health.

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NAF provides care for 
1,000 homeless childr 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The National 
Aid Fund (NAF) is now provid¬ 
ing proper care to 1,000 homeless 
and abandoned children through 
the help of foster mothers who 
together receive some JD 10,000 
a month for their service, accord¬ 
ing to NAFs Direcctor General 
Khalil A] Faouri. 

As of the start of January 1990, 
monthly payments will be paid to 
the foster mothers through the 
post offices so as to save money 
and efforts needed to be given to 
the needy, Faouri said in a state¬ 
ment to AI Dustour daily news 

said that the children who 
are now living with a total of 235 
families represent a portion of the 
destitute children living in very 
difficult conditions and who the 
NAF is trying to discover and 
offer help. 

Help to the children, is part of 
the NAFs programme initiated 
in the Kingdom in 1986 and which 
now offers various forms of assist¬ 
ance to the needy families, Faouri 
noted. 

He said although aid totalling 


JD 200,000 is being distributed to 
some 10,000 needy families in the 
country on a monthly basis, it is 
estimated that double that num¬ 
ber of families exist in the 
country. 

The NAF, Faouri noted, pays 
up to JD 40 a month to each of 
the needy families, but statistics 
available to the NAF indicate 
that tfaer eare no less than 2,000 
families in Jordan whose monthly 
income does not exceed JD 50. 

In view of the situation, Faouri 
said, the government now plans 
to create a special system that 
would enable tbe NAF raise 
funds from private and public 
organisations so as to ensure the 
minimum level of living for each 
of the needy families and to deal 
with the pockets of poverty in the 
Kingdom. 

Apart from providing monthly 
payments for the needy, the NAF 
offers lump sums to heads of 
famitfes to start a small size busi¬ 
ness and conducts a programme 
of vocational training to qualify 
the heads of families to earn a 
living on their own,'Faouri 


pointed out 

Teams of officials employed by 
the NAF roam the cc entry’s urban 
and rural areas, conducting stu¬ 
dies on familes applying for 
assistance before any decision is 
taken on giving 1 Ip, Faouri, 
noted. 

So far, Faouri said, the NAF 
has set up 270 income generating 
.projects for the needy families 
around the country, altogether 
costing JD 250,000. 

Referring to the types of fami¬ 
lies qualifying for aid, Faouri said 
they include orphans, widows, 
divorced women, families of im¬ 
prisoned men, the aged and the 
incapacitated persons. 

To help these people, Faouri 
said, the NAF also ensures free 
health and medical services for 
them at government hospitals mid 
belath centres. 

Faouri noted that the NAF has 
an annual capital of JD 3 million 
mostly, coming from government 
foods, with the private sector 
currently nroviding some JD 
100 , 000 . *

What remains to be done is even more formidable than 
what has already been achieved. The policy guidelines 
contained in the Royal letter of designation embodies a long 
list of what needs to be done locally, regionally and 
internationally.

Ra’i Arabic daily on Tuesday focusses attention 
on a statement by the President of the United Arab Emirates 
Sheikh Zayed Ben Sultan Ai Nahayan in which be expressed Ms 
outright indignation over the United States attitude towards the 
Arab Nation. Ibrahim Salddqjha says that Sheikh Zayed has 
frankly and openly expressed his astonishment over the seemingly 
friendly relations between the Arabs and the United States at a 
rime when Washington continues its biased attitude towards 
Israel. The writer echoes Sheikh Zayed’s words: “How long will 
the Arabs maintain their dose ties with the United States which 
backs Israel's aggression on the Arab nation.”

Bush, Gorbachev tried to get a grasp on a changing world

MARSAXLOKK BAY, Malta 
— U.S. President George Bush 
and Soviet President Mikhail 
Gorbachev moved closer 
together at their Mediterranean 
summit on curbing the nuclear 
and conventional arms races and 
ending the cold war. 

But they also discovered foe 
pace_of events, especially in East¬ 
ern Europe, is rapidly outstrip¬ 
ping the capacity of die world’s 
two most powerful leaders to 
shape the future. 

As Bush and Gorbachev were 
winding up their two-day summi t 
Sunday, die entire politburo and 
Communist Party central com¬ 
mittee resigned in East Germany. 
Orthodox Communism is on the 
run, crumbling fcvw than any¬ 
one had predicted. 

While Bush flew in for the 
summit Thursday night, the Phi¬ 
lippine government urgently 
sought help from its powerful ally 
to fight off a military coup. 
Bush’s preparations for foe sum¬ 
mit had to compete with evaluat¬ 
ing foe threat to President Cora- 
zon Aquino and foe extent of 
U.S. military intervention 
deemed necessary to protect her. 

Even the weather gave the two 
leaders a stomach-tossing display 


of how unpredictable the world 
can be. Stormy seas forced them 
to rearrange their schedule and 
cancel both a Saturday afternoon 

irwrting and a dinner d*** nigh t. 

Despite it aQ, Bush and Gor¬ 
bachev found common ground on 
the direction they would like the 
world to take and agreed the road 
ahead is a long one. While there 
were no azms-control break¬ 
throughs or specific timetables-set 
for treaty-signings, foe two 
pledged to work together to that 
end. 

“We stated, both of us, that the 
world leaves the one epoch of 
cold war and enters another 
epoch,” Gorbachev said. “This is 
just the beginning. We are just at 
foe very beginning of our long 
road to a long-lasting peaceful 
period.” 

The tentative nature of their 
joint venture is reflected in the 
absence of any concrete agree¬ 
ments, and the evident failure of 
Bush to hah the delivery of Soviet 
arms to rebels in El Salvador. 

The pipeline, which foe admi¬ 
nistration d«iw runs thro ugh 
Cuba and Nicaragua, was de¬ 
nounced by U.S. Secretary of 
State James Baker on the eve of 
foe summi t as “a relic of the odd 
war.”

Coup threat 
will continue to 
haunt Aquino

MANILA — Philippine Presi¬ 
dent Corazon Aquino may have 
won her latest battle with rebel¬ 
lious sokfiers bat coup threats will 
Haim) her until Hank decisive¬ 
ly with the causes of dissension in 
her army, political analysts say. 

Aquino faces a long-term dial. 
lenge from a breed of young 
officers who helped s w eep her to 
power in 1986 but who now be-

ism and aims of that revolution. 

They are dismayed by foe cor¬ 
ruption around them and what 
they see as Aquino’s weak style 
of leadership. 

Although small in number, 
they feed off tfafllusionmcirt with 
the president among foe middle 
classes, one of Aquino’s main 
bases of support, and enjoy wide¬ 
spread sympathy in foe 160,000- 
strong armed forces. 

“I have a strange feeling (this) 
latest coup may not necessarily be 
the last one,” Teodoro Bemgno, 
Aquino’s former spokesman, said 
in a commentary in the Pfrifippme 
Star newspaper on Monday. 

“If foe president lapses back, 
into foe same languid, vapid, 
flat-chested style of ruling the 
country there could be another 
coup by a...group that might get 
the okay of America. And this 
next coup could do her in”. 

Former President Ferdinand 
Marcos cut the military’s consti¬ 
tutional moorings in 1972 when, 
nearing the end of Ms term, he 
proclaimed martial law. 

For 14 years until Marcos was 
overthrown, foe military enjoyed 
unprecedented power in towns 
and provinces, although its con¬ 
servative generals stiD believed 
unswervingly in civilian suprema¬ 
cy over foe armed forces. 

An elite pack of officers tasted 
power in 1986 by launching foe 
revolt that toppled Marcos. They 
believe foe civilian leadership 
must now earn foe loyalty of its 
army, or face foe consequences. 


In a land that had never known 
a coop d’etat, Aquino has faced 
six military revolts, each Moodier 
than the last. 

Gregorio “Gringo” Hooasan, a 
charismatic colonel sacked by 
Aquino after he almost toppled 
her in a mutiny in August 1987, 
said the latest re volt was intended 
to rid the country of a co t nipt 
government. 

“We have no plan or desire to 
nm the gover nm ent,” Hbnasan 
said in a statement sent to media 
offices. “But we believe foe milit¬ 
ary can be an effective instrument 
in helping install a competent 
collective leadership that will 
guarantee good gov ernm ent”. 

While Aquino herself has a 
dean Image, she is coming under 
mounting attack from Mg busi¬ 
ness, the media and church for 
allegedly tolerating corruption 
around her and for failing to 
provide strong leadership needed 
to weed out incompetent offi¬ 
cials. 

“She has to impose disriptine, 
make changes in the military 
leadership and in her cabinet,” 
said a Manila businessman who 
asked not to be identified. 
“Otherwise the t h rea ts from her 
array will continue”. 

‘The nribtaiy responds to com¬ 
mands. Probably it misses foe 
master’s voice”. 

Aquino, who pardoned some 
leaders of previous coup attempts 
while military courts meted out 
relatively light penalties, prom¬ 
ised to exact retribution from foe 
leaders of the latest mutiny. 

“We shall hunt down and bring 
to justice the treacherous co¬ 
wards who launched this attack,” 
she said on Saturday. 

Political scientist Carolina Her¬ 
nandez said foe coup plotters 
rode on legitimate grievances 
against foe government, such as 
corruption and increasing prices 
of commodities. 

“The plotters daim to have the 
nation’s good in mind but their 
personal agenda is hidden,” Her¬ 
nandez, sam.

Aims control: Agreed to pursue strategic arms reduction treaty 
dashing arsenals of inter-continental nuclear weapons by about 
half in time for a s ummit in United States next June. 

Naval disarmament: Bush rejected a Soviet proposal to add 
naval forces to the agenda of V ienna talks on cutting conventional 
forces in Europe. 

Chemical weapons: Gorbachev said they made some progress 
on chemical weapons disarmament treaty. 

Central America: Bush said they bad narrowed differences. He 
complained arms were still reaching leftist insurgents fighting 
U.S.-backed government in El Salvador but accepted Gor¬ 
bachev's assurance Moscow was no longer sending weapons. Bush 
gq gg ested th e SaiKftihs ta goT y m m inff* *" K Kwwgna was not bang 
truthful with Moscow about sending arms to El Salvador. 

Eastern Europe: They agreed liberal reforms under way in 
Eastern Europe were dramatic and evolutionary change.

“You get the feeling he (Gor¬ 
bachev) really wants to work with 
us,” Bush said in a post-summit 
interview. 

U.S. officials, who asked not to 
be identified, said an array of 
proposals mad«»- by the president 
at foe first of his two meetings 
with Gorbachev aboard the dock¬ 
ed Soviet luxury finer Maxim 
Gorky showed that be was ready 
to act boldly to move beyond the 
cold war era. 

Bush, faulted by critics Kke 
Senate Democratic leader 
George Mitchell for offering 
timid backing to Gorbachev’s 
political and economic reform 
movement, said he was ready to 
begin negotiations on a compre¬ 
hensive trade agreement until the 
Soviet Union. 

U.S. officials said the ailing 
Soviet economy would be 
boosted when Washington grants 
Moscow most-favoured-nation 
trading states. 

This was the prospect once the 
Soviet parliament finishes Kber- 
afiang emigration laws, a step the 


U.S. requires before it will lift 
trade restrictions. 

Bush pledged to back observer 
states for Moscow in tlje General 
A gr eement on Trade and Tariffs 
(GATT), an essential step to 
enable foe Soviet Union to join 
foe global economy. 

He also offered to take other 
steps to help Gorbachev over¬ 
come staggering economic prob¬ 
lems besetting the Soviet Union. 
* On the arms control, front. 
Bush gave new impetus to 
strategic arms negotiations that 
.could help both nim and Gor¬ 
bachev politically. 

He proposed that foe United 
States and foe Soviet Union work 
to complete a START treaty on 
long-range weapons in time for 
foe 1990 UJ».-Soviet summit. 
Such a pact would cut foe super¬ 
powers’ strategic nuclear arsenals 
by half. 

Dramatic upheaval in Eastern 
Europe — a topic that was ex¬ 
pected to be the centrepiece of 
foe summit — was discussed at 
length 


A cryptic news conference 
comment by Bush suggested that 
he and Gorbachev agreed on 
krays to ensure that the reform . 
movement away from old-style 
Co mmunis m in Moscow’s allies 
remains peaceful. 

The summit gave them “a very 
good chance to discuss it (the' 
situation in Eastern Europe) in 
considerably more detail than I 
think would be appropriate to 
discuss” with reporters.

Deadline to disband contras nears

MANAGUA — The deadfine set 
by Central American presidents 
for disbanding Nicaraguan contra 
rebels expires next week with the 
rebel army still intact and the 
guerrilla war raging more fiercely 
than it has for months. 

Five Central American presi¬ 
dents, in a surprise show of unity, 
agreed last August on a plan to 
disband the 15,000-strong rebel 
force by December 5. 

But the rebels have confound¬ 
ed predictions of their demise by 
refusing to lay down their arms 
and infiltrating thousands more 
fighters into Nicaragua from 
bases in Honduras. 

Diplomats now say the contras 
are likely to be around at least 
until next February's Nicaraguan 
elections and perhaps beyond. 

“The December -5 date always 
seemed difficult to meet and now 
it looks quite unrealistic,” one 
Western diplomat said. 

He said he would not bet on 
the contras being disbanded be¬ 
fore the February 5 elections. 
“We may be a good way down 
the road but it’s hard to feel 


confident that it conkl be com¬ 
pleted by then.” 

After months of relative calm, 
foe contra war was bofled up 
again since President Daniel 
Ortega lifted a ceasefire on 
November 1 and ordered a new 
offensive against the rebels who 
had increased their attacks. 

At least 100 people were killed 
in November, far more than in 
recent months, according to offi¬ 
cial figures. 

Nicaraguan officials privately 
accept that the December 5 dead¬ 
line wiH not be met and in talks 
with the contras in November 
proposed December 31 as a new 
target date. 

They say the mam reason for. 
the delay is op po si t i on from the 
United States, which wants to 
keep tile rebels intact at least 
untu next February to put press¬ 
ure on the leftist Sandnrista gov¬ 
ernment to hold fair elections. 

The U.S. Congress cut military 
aid to the contras last year but has 
approved $60 million in huma¬ 
nitarian aid until next February. 

Nicaraguan Deputy Foreign 
Minister Victor Hugo Tinoco said 
Washington held foe key to dis¬ 
banding the contras in itslogistic- 
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al support and financing. 

“As long as the U.S. govern¬ 
ment doesn’t use any of these 
instruments, the contra lead¬ 
ership is not going to want to 
negotiate,” he told reporters. 

The Sandinista government 
wants a rapid end to the debilitat¬ 
ing eight-year war, which has 
killed 40,000 people and devas¬ 
tated the economy, ami is seeking 
ways to put more pressure on its 
neighbours and the United States 
to disband the rebels. 

Bat diplomats say it appears to 
have few options. Following the 
faflore of foe peace talks with the 


contras in November, the govern- 
ment {tinned its hopes on a new 
Central American presidential 
summit. 

But a major offensive by leftist 
guerrillas in El Salvador has 
thrust tire contra problem into tire 
background. 

Any hopes of a new agreement 
receded further when El Salvjh 
dor’s President Alfredo Cnstiaai 
suspended relations witn Nicar¬ 
agua last week, accusing it of 
supplying sophisticated anti-air¬ 
craft missiles to the guerrillas. 

CristUuri said be would not 
attend a Central American sum¬ 
mit in Nicaragua in December, as 
planned. 

Even if the presidents do 
meet, diplomats say it is difficult 
to see what Nicaragua can do to 
achieve more leverage while 
Washington remains opposed to 
disbanding the contras. 

The Honduran government has 
repeatedly said it will not disband 
contra fighters against their will. 

The Nicaraguan government 
has made dear it wul keep up 
military pressure on the contras 
who have been short of weapons 
and ammunition since the United 
States cut militaiy aid. 


World’s ‘senior-surviving guerrilla’ lays down arms

BANGKOK, Thailand — Chin 
Peng, one of the world’s longest 
surviving and most secretive 
Communist guerrilla leaders, has 
laid down Ms arms after a half 
century of jungle warfare. 

The insurgency he started 41 
years ago with the cold-blooded 
killing of three British rubber 
planters in Malaysia has formally 
ended in a southern Thailand city 
known more for its sex trade than 
politics. 

Now in Ms late 60s, Quo Peng 
signed an agreement Dec. 2 en¬ 
ding the aimed struggle of the 
Communist Party of Malaya, 
whose much-withered ranks of 
1,200 weary jungle fighters are to 
return to civilian life. 

The signing ceremony at Hat 
Yai, a bustling centre attracting 
thousands of mate tourists and 
smuggled goods from nearby 
Malaysia, marked another failed 
Communist insurgency. 

Chin Peng’s own future 
appears uncertain. Some Malay¬ 
sian officials have expressed 


suspicion of Ms motives. In the 
past, the country has appeared 
unwilling to accept ex-guerrillas 
once officially known as CTS, or 
Communist terrorists, who 
sought power through the barrel 
of a gun. 

A joint communique issued at 
foe qgiring ceremony said foe 
Communists would in “due 
coarse” be allowed to return to 
Malaysia and participate in poli¬ 
tical activities within the 
framework of the country’s laws 
and co ns t i t u tion. Chin Peng did 
not reveal Ms own plans. 

Dubbed “The world's senior 
surviving guerrilla” by one West¬ 
ern expat. Chin Peng belongs to 
a now all but vanished breed who 
fought to create a global Manrist- 
Leninist - order following foe 
chaos of World War II. 

In that conflict, the young Oitn 
Peng proved a courageous, be- 
Mod-enemy-hnes fi ghtej agains t 
the Japanese, learning guerrilla 1 
tactics from his British oomrades- 
at-anns in the Malayan jungles. 
He also had become a committed 
Comm unist . 

“Unusual ability, an incisive 
brain, reliable, a frank man 


(who) possessed matted courage, 
and commanded the natural re¬ 
spect of men without fuss or 
formality” was how one of foe 
British officers. John Davis, de¬ 
scribed Mm. 

He was awarded the order of 
the British empire after the war 
and, according to some accounts,- 
took part in the victory parade in 
London. But not long after the 
war. Chin Peng was selected to 
head the Communist party as its 
secretary-general. 

He had been bom in 1920 or 
1922 in Malaya’s Perak state of 
Chinese parents who had immi¬ 
gra ted t o Malaya shortly before 
Ms birth. His father made a good 
living selling and repairing bicy¬ 
cles and sent Ms son to local 
English schools, where he ex¬ 
celled. 

The Chinese were in many 
respects an underprivileged dass 
in British-ruled Malaya, and for a 
number of young people among 
them Communism represented 
social justice and a short cut to 
power and status. 

In 1948, foe party decided to 
wage armed struggle. The open¬ 


ing volleys were fired June 16 
when guerrillas walked into two 
rubber plantations in northern 
Malaya and methodically ex¬ 
ecuted three planters. 

The country was to be plunged 
into 12 years of violence known 
-as foe Malayan emergency. It 
turned out to be one of foe few 
successful efforts by a govern¬ 
ment to stamp out a Communist 
insurgency wi thin its borders. 

Later , m foe Vietnam war, foe 
U.S. government sought advice 
from some of the architects of the 
Malayan victory, but conditions 
were far different in Vietnam. 

At the height of the emergen¬ 
cy, some 70,000 British, Austra¬ 
lian, New Zealand, Fijian, Gur¬ 
kha and other British Common¬ 
wealth troops fought some 10,000 
guerrillas. More than 10,000 
fighters and cmfians lost their 
lives between 1948 and 1960. 

Although foe casualties were 
relatively light, the jungle fight¬ 
ing was agonising and foe Com¬ 
munist attacks against civ ilians 
vicious. In turn, tors of thousands 
Of often innocent Chinese were 
uprooted as a result of the ulti¬ 


mately successful British strategy 
to separate the guerrillas from all 
sources of support. 

Clearly losing. Chin Peng 
emerged from foe jungle in 1955 
to negotiate with Malayan offi¬ 
cials at a schoolhouse near the 
Thai-Malay border. 

Tnnku Abdul Rahman, soon to 
become prime minister of an in¬ 
dependent Malaysia, Insisted on 
surrender and an amnesty. But 
Chin Peng wanted his party in¬ 
cluded in a coalition government 
and the talks ended in failure. 

“The amnesty means surren¬ 
der, surrender means humilia¬ 
tion. We will not accept surren¬ 
der at any time”. Chin Peng said. 
“If yon demand our su r render, 
we would prefer to fight to the 
last man”. 

Davis, his wartime friend, was 
present and the two men shook 
hands before foe guerrilla cMef 
disappeared into the jangle, ft 
was the last time Chin Peng was 
seen by the non-Communist 
world until Ms recent emergence 
in T hailan d, which brokered the 
agreement signed Dec. 2. 

Although the emergency was 
declared over in 1960, foe CPM 


staged its last major raids in the 
mid-1970s, when guerrillas blew 
up the national war memorial in 
Kuala Lumpur. 

After that, the guerrillas’ 
strength was sapped through joint - 
Thai-Malaysian military opera¬ 
tions and a Thai amnesty that led 
to mass surrenders in recent 
years. 

Chin Peng reportedly spent 
most of his time in China, making 
periodic trips to foe rugged Thai- 
Malaysian border where the CPM 
was largely concentrated. There 
alos were reports of his death. 

Grin Peng became a legendaiy 
figure, the ruthlessness of Ms 
movement minglin g with the per¬ 
sonal respect he had elicited from. 
his enemies. 

. C.C. Too, the onetime Malay- 
si an psychological warfare drier, 
described Cmn Peng in a 1976 
interview as having “a scholarly, 
monastic quality”. 

“When he talked and acted it 
was with dignity,” said foe count 
terinsureency expert who onto .:

An ecological crisis 


■ coming to the fore 


EVEN BEFORE the current 
quickening in the transformation 
of the international political 
scene, concern over-fee global 
environment had already secured 
a high place on the world’s 
agenda. 


But as other preoccupations,, 
induding the threat of a nuclear 
holocaust, recede, the wellbeing 
of our plana is being thrust even 
more to the forefront. This is 


being highlighted at gatherings as 
efiveree as fee United Nations’ 


General Assembly and a confer¬ 
ence of the world’s small island 


, states. 

Fifteen of these countries were 
meeting at fee most appnmriate 
of venues, the Indian Ocean 
archipelago republic of the Mal¬ 
dives. These islands are among 
the most threatened by some of 
fee feared consequences of global 
warming — rising sea levels and 
more powerful hurricanes and 
typhoons. 

The aim of fee conference was 
not only to underline this danger, 
but also to stress to the interna¬ 
tional community that the 
affected nations will seed its help 
to survive. 

Meanwhile, at the U.N. 
General Assembly, Britain's 
Prime Minister devoted the 
whole of her address to the “in-* 

q'rfnmn danger ** nf th« impending 


ecological crisis- It was, Mrs. 
Thatcher said, as menacing in its 
way as those conventional, politic¬ 
al perils wife which the woHd had 
contended down fee centuries. 

In a speech which was to prove 
one of fee most well-received of 
the current session, fee prime 
canister outlined the part feat 
Britain intends to play in the 
international effort to halt the 
damage being done to the Earth, 
its oceans and atmosphere. ■ 

She said that Britain had 
agreed to co-ordinate the work of 
fee inter-governmental panel on 
climatic change, an assessment of 
which would be made available 
before the second world dimate 
conference next year. 

But this was not enough. The 
international community bad to 
improve its ability to predict 
cSmatk change, Mrs. Thatcher 
-said, and Britain had therefore 
decided to establish a centre for 
this purpose. This facility, with its 
advanced computers and other 
equipment, would be open to all 
experts, especially those from fee 
developing countries. 

The Prime Minister pointed 
out that mankind was now chang¬ 
ing the global environment in 
damaging and dangerous ways. 
Tbe Earth’s land surface was 
being degraded, its waters pol¬ 
luted and “greenhouse* gases 


were being added to the air at an 
unprecedented rate. 

“We are seeing a vast ino-ease 
in tbe amount of carbon dioxide 
reaching the atmosphere, she 
said. The ann ual increase was 
three billion tonnes — and half 
the carbon emitted since 18tb 
century Europe's industrial re¬ 
volution was still in fee atmos¬ 
phere. 

“At the time we are 

seeing the destruction on a vast 
scale of tropical forests which are 
uniquely able to remove carbon 
dioxide from the air.” 

But at fee present rate of clear¬ 
ance 65 per cent of these forests 
would have disappeared by fee 
turn of fee century. Moreover, 
man-made gases were making 
'inroads into tbe protective ozone 
layer, although this danger had 
been recognised and steps were 
being taken with the aim of even¬ 
tually halting these emissions. 

However, in Mrs. Thatcher’s 
view, fee main threat to the 
environment was the rate of 
population growth.

futures markets.

Iran loosens foreign exchange policies 


NICOSIA (Agencies) — Iran has 
announced fresh measures to 
bring its unofficial foreign ex¬ 
change market under control, 
saying it was easing currency reg¬ 
ulations for importers and 
travellers. 

Open market dealers im- 
mediately suspended all trading 
and one London-based Iranian 
dealer said many could face 
heavy losses if, as expected, the 
riyal rose against major curren¬ 
cies. 

Iran's state-owned b anks began 
selling dollars to many importers 
on Oct. 8 at a new “competitive 
rate” to undercut open market 
dealers who thrived during the 
past decade of revolution and war 
against Iraq. 

Central bank governor 
Mohammad Hossein Adeli 
announced the new measures, 
including the sale of $300 once a 
year to any person travelling 
abroad, on Tehran radio. 

“We intend to expand our plan 
to cover all the legitimate de¬ 
mand on the unofficial foreign 
exchange market,” Adeli said. 
“Only illegitimate customers win 
then remain on the unofficial 
market and they will be treated 


according to the law.” 

President a ti Akbar Hashemi 
Rafsanjani has pinpointed the eli¬ 
mination of a multiple-rate fore¬ 
ign exchange system as a "win 
goal of his economic reform prog¬ 
ramme. 

Critics say the competitive 
rate, offered to an increasing 
number of businessmen, is too 
high, making I ranian - made goods 
too expensive to compete against 
foreign products. 

The competitive rate for the 
dollar, set daily by the central 
bank, has been 975 riyals since 
Oct. 24, down from 1,000 riyals 
daring the first three weeks of the 
plan. 

Tbe official rate, relevant only 
to state purchases of basic items, 
is about 72 riyals per dollar. 

Currency dealer AH Palqpour 
told Reuters by telephone from 
London that Monday’s 
announcement followed a steady 
rise in the open market rate fen: 
the dollar. 

“Many money-changers may 
go bankrupt. It’s like when Iran 
accepted to end the war against 
Iraq,” he said. 

Several speculators committed 
suicide after suffering crushing 
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losses when the riyal more than 
doubled in value ag ainst the dol¬ 
lar immediately after Iran said in 
July 1988 it was ready for a 
ceasefire with Iraq. 

Pakponr said the dollar 
reached 1,150 riyals Saturday 
from 1,060 a week ago, largely 
through manipulation of supply 
on the open market by one or two 
major {Mayers linked with govern¬ 
ment organisations. 

Dealers had stopped trading, 
waiting to see the impact of the 
new regulations, he added. 

Iran stopped selling foreign 
currency to travellers in 1985 in 
cuts forced by a declining oil 
revenue. 

Abont 1.2 milli on Iranians 
travel abroad each year, accord¬ 
ing to Ir anian press reports. 

The government, wary of 
money-changers wrecking its re¬ 
form measures, treats numerical 
A-Jaiig of the foreign currency 
plan as secrets. 

Asked how much foreign ex¬ 
change the central bank had set 
aside for tbe plan, Adeh said only 
that it had carefully estimated the 
demand and had sufficient funds 
to meet it. 

The measures be announced 
mdnded: 

— State hanks will charge im¬ 
porters the rate at tbe day goods 
arrive in Iran if it is lower than 
die day they opened credit.

Bafomj ani highlight s plan 

Meanwhile, Iranian President 
Hashemi Rafsanjani said his 
country will pish non-oil exports, 
attract private investment and re¬ 
vive idle industries in a bid to 
resuscitate tbe econo m y , the Isla¬ 
mic Republic News Agency 
(IRNA) reported Tuesday. 

The agency quoted Rafsanjani 
as saying a five-year economic 
plan launched last March was not 
ambitions, but realistic. 

The plan is to be debated in4he 
Iranian parliament, or Majlis, in 
the near future, the agency re¬ 
ported. 

It said Rafsanjani’s comments 
came in a meeting Monday with 
his 22-member cabinet and a 
number of Majlis deputies. 

Rafsanjani said ms plan is 
based on the assumption that 
current oil prices of around $18 a 
barrel will remain constant or go 
higher. 

He said that potential non-oil 
resources could be boosted even 
if od prices fell. 

Iran is dependent on oil for 
more than 90 per cent of its 
earnings. 

Rafsanjani said that attracting 
private investment was an essen¬ 
tial part of his economic {dan, 
IRNA reported. 

It quoted him as saying that the 
recently revived stock exchange 
in Tehran would channel “dead” 
capital towards production. 

Rafsanjani aAkH t frar about 
5,000. billion riyals ($50 trillion), 
or eight times the country’s 
annual budget, was locked up in 
unfinished projects, IRNA re¬ 
ported. 


TEL AVIV (AP) — Israel’s 
financially strapped collective 
farm movement agreed to an 
austerity programme including 
meatless meals and fewer trips 
abroad muter a government bail¬ 
out of its 7.2 bOHon shekel ($3.6 
billion) debt, a spokesman said 
Monday. 

Shimon Hetman, spokesman 
for tbe United Kibbutz Move¬ 
ment, said the collective forms 
also agreed to increase invest¬ 
ment in light industry. 

“Ifspart of a trend,” Hetman 
said. “We already produce for 
more than the agricultural needs, 
so we are looking for profitable 
exports, like winter fruit and 
flowers to Western Europe and 
light industry.” 

Kibbutzes were founded at the 
torn of the century by European 
immigrants. But the movement’s 
debts and aging population 
already have forced kibbutzes to 
invest in light industry, which 
now accounts for SO per cent of 
their profits. 

Heunan said the movement 
also agreed to sell 40 milli on 
shekels ($20 million) in assets, 
including property in Tel Aviv, 
and ordered member farms to 
serve two meatless meals a week 
as part of a seven per cent cut¬ 
back in living expenses. 

Under tile agreement, sche¬ 
duled to be signed later this 
week, the gover nm ent will write 
off 1-6 billon shekels ($835 mil¬ 
lion) in debts. 

It will offer tax breaks to banks 
to give the collective farms 25- 
year loam at 4.5 per cent interest 
to cover the remainder of the 
total debt of 7.2 trillion shekels 


($3.6 billion). 

The plan was approved by the 
United Kibbutz Movement Son- 
day night- The smaller Kibbutz 
Axtzi Movement accepted the 
programme three weeks ago. 

“There was a tremendous 
amount of disagreement over 
whether to.accept die govern¬ 
ment offer,” Hetman said. ‘It 
does not address our fu ture, tbe 
building of new kibbutzes, the 
absorption of new immigrants or 
oar pension plan.” 

Helman said many kibbutz 
members blamed the government 
for creating the unfavourable ex¬ 
change rates and hi g h interest 
rates that devastated kibbutz ex¬ 
ports and helped cause the huge 
debt. 

Newspaper reports said Fi¬ 
nance Minister Shimon Peres, * 1 
head of the centre-left Labour.

The movement's 164 collective 
forms are affiliated with Labour, 
white tire Kibbutz Aria Move¬ 
ment's 84 collective forms are 
linked to the socialist Mapam 
Party.

WIMBLEDON SHOWS RECORD PROFITS: The 1989 
Wimbledon tennis championships made a record profit- of £9.2 
million ($14.3 million), according to the British Lawn Tennis 
Association annual report. The figure, up from £7.6 million 
(SI 1.8 million) last year, is expected to be officially announced 
next Monday. 

WORLD CUP SOCCER TROPHY ARRIVES IN ITALY: 

The trophy to be awarded at next year’s World Cup soccer 
championship arrived in Rome on Sunday amid tight security. 
The solid gold cup was presented by Julio Groodona, president of 
tiie Argentine Soccer Federation, to Antonio Matarrese, his 
Italian counterpart, at Rome's Leonardo da Vmd airport. 
Argentina won the last World Cup, held in 1986 in Mexico. It had 
kept the cup until returning it Sunday. A police helicopter ended 
above the airport as the cup changed bands, and police guarded 
the coveted prize on the ground. The trophy was then taken under 
police escort to a vault in the Banca Nazionale del Lavoro, a state 
bank. It will be on display at Rome’s Palaeur arena during the 
official draw on Dece. 8, when the 124 teams that qualified for the 
1990 World Cup will be divided into six groups. The World Cup 
final is scheduled for July 8 in Rome.

THOMPSON PULLS OUT OF COMONWEALTH 
GAMES: Former Olympic decathlon champion Daley Thomp¬ 
son’s hopes of winning a record fourth Commonwealth Games 
gold medal in Auckland next month ended on Monday. Coach 
.Frank Dick said Thompson was “not quite ready” for the games 
but stressed he was not retiring. His new target is the defence of 
his European title in split, Yugoslavia, in August Thompson, 31, 
took the decathlon gold medal at the 1978, *82 and ’86 
Commonwealth games but has has been troubled by a knee injury 
for some time. The world record bolder underwent an operation 
in October and, although he has made a fell recovery, the 
interruption to his training programme has caused his withdrawal. 
Dick said: “Hie basic reason for Daley pulling out is that, 
although everything is going exactly to plan and he is back in 
training, to accelerate things at tins point might just be asking a 
bit too much.

Soviet first division will be enlarged next season from 16 to 18 
teams as a result of sweeping changes being made by the country’s 
soccer federation, the government daily Izvestia said Monday. 
Three points instead of two wfll be awarded for a win in an 
attempt to make the league more competitive. Two new second 
divisions consisting of 19 teams each will be created to replace the 
current single division wfakfa comprises 22 dubs.

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SAN SALVADOR (R)—Leftist 
rebels fired heat-seeking missiles 
at Salvadorean jets during air 
attacks in southern El Salvador 
Monday bat missed their targets, 
the armed forces said. 
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Daring fierce combat in 
Zacatecolaca, the provincial 
capital, SS kilometres sooth of 
San Salvador, rebels fired four 
Soviet-made SAM-7 missiles at 
fast-flying A-37 air force jets, but 
the missiles went astray, an 
armed forces spokesman said. 

While figh ting raged for more 
than eight hours in Zacatecolaca 
Monday, the go vernm ent eased a 
nationwide cozfow and allowed 
radio news programmes to retain 
to the air. 

The do&k-to-dawn curfew was 
reduced by five hours — now 
from 11 p jn. to 5 un. — after a 
weekend of calm in San Salvador. 

The curfew was first declared 
■Nov. 12, the day after the start of 
the leftist rebel offensive in which 
more than 2,000 rebels and sol¬ 
diers have died in three weeks of 
fighting, according to the aimed 
forces. 

But on the first night with the 
reduced curfew, a series of 
powerful explosions rocked the 
northwestern 5 sections of San 
Salvador late Monday. 

The Masts, accompanied by 
sporadic fire of automatic rifles, 
were centred near the slopes of 
the San Salvador volcano and the 
wealthy Escakm neighbourhood, 
where rebels have launched two 
major assaults during the offen¬ 
sive, police said. They had no. - 
farther details on the expkxzans. 

In Zacatecotaca, 'die armed 
forces said eight guerrillas were 
killed and one government sol¬ 
dier wounded during the combat, 
that began at 3 a.m. (0900 GMT) 
and ended around midday. 

One woman was killed when a 
rocket-propelled grenade landed 
on her house and a child died 
after being caught in crossfire 
between the two sides, the 
spokesman said. 

President Alfredo Gistiam sus¬ 
pended diplomatic relations with 
Nicaragua for allegedly supplying 
the rebels with the missiles after a 
light plane crashed carrying 24 
SAM-7s two weeks into the 
offensive.

. The letter, posted in garfarntw* 
Saturday, accused the Deuts¬ 
che Bank of exploitation and 
called it a symbol of power and 
domination at the top of a ‘fescis- 
tic capital structure in Western 
Europe”.

“murderer” at French mercenary 
leader Bob Denard as he left 
Moroni’s mam mosque Toesday 
after attending a special religious 
ceremony boycotted by the islan¬ 
ders. 

Denard, 60, entered the mos¬ 
que surrounded by bodyguards 
who wore robes and Muslim caps. 

The mercenary leader, who 
effectively seized power in the 
Indian Ocean islands after the 
assassination of President Ahmad 
Abdallah Nov. 26, was dressed in 
a grey suit with open-necked shirt 
and a Muslim rap. 

Denard called the'ceremony to 
protest his innocence of any in¬ 
volvement in Abdallah’s murder. 

Usually the ceremony must be 
attended by 30 to 40 people said 
to be descendants of the Prophet 
Mohammad, 'to read extracts of 
the Koran, bat none turned op. 

Local people said village com¬ 
munities prevented descend ant s of 
the Prophet and die grand mufti, 
the Islamic religions leader of die 
Comoros, from appearing at die 
ceremony. 

Denard, who converted to 
Islam and married a Comorian 
wife after he led a mercenary 


invasion of the islands in 1978 to 
place Abdullah in power, drove 
off amid boos and cries of “assas¬ 
sin” from the hostile crowd. 

A Renter correspondent was 
preve n ted by members of Dc- 
nard’s mercenary-led presidential 
guard from telephoning the 
neighbouring French island of 
Mayotte to communicate the 
news. 

Attempts to call Mayotte from 
private telephones were also un¬ 
successful, apparently because 
the lines were cot. 

An administration official 
speaking for interim President 
Said Mahamed Djohar said die 
civilian government and public 
authorities were in no way associ¬ 
ated with the ceremony called by 
Denard. 

Djohar, who was previously 
president of the s up r e me court, 
has told at least three foreign 
diplomats who visited him at the 
palace that he is effectively a- 
“hostage” of the mercenaries.

ABOARD THE USNS RANGE 
SENTINEL, (R) — The U.S. 
navy test fired a Trident n mssde 
from a submarine off the Florida 
coast Monday after its surface 
ships surrounded and rammed a 
hue in the side of a boat used by 
anti-nuclear p rot e ster s bent on 
disrupting the test. 

Launched from the submerged 
USS Tennessee, riie unarmed 
nraate thrust out of the Atlantic 
Ocean, ignited, and streaked to¬ 
wards an undisclosed target at 
10:40 a.m. local time (1540 
GMT). 

“We did a perfect launch, just 
beautiful,” said Vice Admiral 
Roger Bacon, commander of the 
Atlantic submarine fleet on board 
the USNS Range Sentinel. 

The launch followed a morning 
of struggle between the 57-metre 
NV Greenpeace c rewed by die 
protesters and several navy ships 
determined to dear the area tor 
tbe test and not allow a repeat of 
a July 28 test halted by Green¬ 
peace. 

The launch Monday was late by 
31 minutes, the time it took navy 
ships to snrrotmd and trap the 
Gree n pea ce, showing the sub¬ 
marine to get into dear water for 
the test shot 

Bacon tokl Reuters the Dutch- 
registered Greenpeace was 
“bumped and damaged” by tbe 
USS grasp. 

He said the navy ship mis¬ 
takenly rammed the Greenpeace 
while it sprayed die protest ship 
with water from fire hoses. He 
said the bump knocked a bole in 
the hull of die Greenpeace about 
one-metre above the water line. 

Greenpeace said it was “out¬ 
raged by attacks on our ships and 
crew”. 

“I want to emphasise that is a 
peaceful protest in international 
waters. They are crippling oar 
boat and endangering the fives of 
our crew,” raid Green p eace 
spokeswoman Shannon Fagan. 

A Renter reporter on board 
die Greenpeace said navy ships 
resembling tugboats played a 
high seas version of bumper cars, 
repeatedly slamming into the side 
of the Gre e np eace, often hitting 
just a few feet from where 
crewmembers were standing.

Soviet Union finally joins 
renunciation of invasion 


MOSCOW (R) — Moscow has 
belatedly joined its Warsaw Pact 
allies in denouncing die 1968 
Soviet-led invasion of Chechoslo¬ 
vakia that crushed the “Prague 
spring” r e form s . ..... 

A joint declaration was issued 
Monday after a Warsaw Pact 
meeting in Moscow, at which 
Soviet President Mikhail Gor¬ 
bachev hrteferi m wnten c on fais 
Malta summit with U.S. Presi¬ 
dent George Bosh. 

“Tbe dispatch of troops of 
(Warsaw Pact) states to Czechos¬ 
lovakia was interference m the 
internal affaire of sovereign 
Gtediodovakaa and most be con- 
demened,” it_sakL . 

“ Interrup ting the process of 
de m ocratic renewal in Czedioslo- 
vakia, these illegal acts had long¬ 
term negative consequences.” 

It was tbe first time Moscow' 
had formally changed its stand 
that the invasion was ntM ^ wr ^^ wn 
at the request of Prague author¬ 
ities to prevent subversion and 
counier-revohition. 

The invasion halted s w ee pi ng 
changes begun by Czechoslovak 
leader Alexander Dubcek. 

Many of Dnbcek’s reforms are 


viewed as the basis of Gorbach- 
ve's perestroika programme 
which has inspired change 
rtimngfv^ Tt pji^twn Europe 
led to the collapse of hardline 
regimes in East Germany, Bul¬ 
garia and Chechoslovakia and 
democratic refo r ms in Poland and 

Hungary. 

The declaration, reproduced 
by the official TASS news agen¬ 
cy, was signed fay all members 
except Czechoslovakia and 
Romania. Romania was the Only 
Warsaw Pact country to do* 
noonce the 1968 invasion and to 
ref use to join in. - ___ 

Eastern European sources said 
Gorbachev had proposed the dec¬ 
laration. Moscow was the last 
Warsaw Pact member to de¬ 
nounce the invasion.

But under Gor¬ 
bachev, the lists have been 
shrinking steadily, and the efi- 
vided spouses Ira now contains 
only a handful of names. 


-Whoa Bush pres e nted it (hiring 
the talks aboard the Soviet cnrise 
ship Maxim Gorky, Gerasimov 
said, “we had a very long list of 
Soviet catfeens who want to go to 
the United States and can’t get 
visas, which is a htde frit against 
the Universal Declaration of Hu¬ 
man Rights.” 

The spokesman said later he 
was joking about the Soviets giv¬ 
ing Bosh their own list but that 
Gorbachev chd respond to tile 
U.S. presentation by pointing out 
to Bush that tho u sands of Soviets 
fine up outride the U.S. embassy 
in Moscow daily seeking visas.

Soviet officials have . estimated 
that four imHinw to five million 
Soviet citizens will leave tbe 
country under a new law permit¬ 
ting most people who want to 


leave to do so. 

Gerasimov said Bush had 
offered to begin negotiations im¬ 
mediately on a trade agreement 
with the Soviet Union without 
waiting for expected congression¬ 
al granting the Soviet Union 
most-favonred-nation status, a 
trading privilege denied for years 
to punish tbe Soviets for prevent¬ 
ing free emigration. 

He said the Soviet side reacted 
“very favourably” to Bush’s 
proposal to halt production of 
binary chemical weapons upon 
the . signing of an international 
convention banning all chemical 
weapons. Gerasimov called it an 
important initiative but only “one 
step in the right direction” to¬ 
wards a comprehensive ch emi cal 
weapons ban. 

He also said Gorbachev, to 
illustrate the Soviets' concern ab¬ 
out being surrounded by U.S. 
milit ary forces, presented Bosh 
with a classified map showing all 
U.S. bases ringing Soviet terri¬ 
tory. 


Evolution of anti-Aquino coup predates Marcos

MANILA — A messianic vi¬ 
sion for their nation and bitter¬ 
ness over power denied have 
driven an elite clique of 
talented military officers to try 
repeatedly to depose the presi¬ 
dent they helped put in power. 

Spearheading the current 
coup attempt against President 
Corazon Aquino is the reform 
the armed forces movement, a 
clique of idealistic officers who 
banded together in 1985 to 
oppose.the corrupti on of the 
military under late President 
Ferdinand Marcos. 

Some members of tbe gr o cp, 
known as RAM, were behind 
coup attempts in November 
1986, August 1987, as wejl as 
the current attempted putsch. 

The “RAM boys” believe the 
Aquino administration, for all 
its democratic pretensions, rep¬ 
resents the same system of 
nepotism, elitism and corrup¬ 
tion as the Marcos government. 

Last Saturday, RAM issued a 


manifesto demanding the res¬ 
ignation of Aquino to pave the 
way for a referendum to decide 
the form of g o vernm ent in the 
Philippiiies. 

Tbe statement accused 
Aquino of p ur s uin g the same 
rumoos policies of her prede¬ 
cessors and of failing to initiate 
social and economic reforms. In 
tbe past they also accused her 
of favouring leftists and cod¬ 
dling Communist rebels while 
ignoring the interests of the 
aimed forces. 

RAM emerged pubfidy when 
they unfurled a banner during 
graduation exercises at the Phi- 
hppine military academy saying 
“we belong.” They wore refer¬ 
red to as “bom-again soldiers,” 
c ommi tted to restoring disri- 
plmc and professionalism in tbe 

ranks. 

Members of the clique in¬ 
clude some of tiie most talented 
members of the military. They 
include the charismatic re¬ 
negade Colonel Gregorio 
“Gringo” Honasan, leader of 
tile August 1987 attempted 


Gregorio ‘Grhgo’ 
coup and believed to be a key 
leader in the current fighting. 

Their political philosophy 
seems <»™l» of die fascists in 
Italy in the 1920s: society 
should foreswear the give-and- 
take of politics for an orderly, 
disciplined and decisive 
approach to solving national 
problems. 


By contrast, Aquino prefers 
consultation, where seemingly 
endless public defade produces 
a consensus which she accepts. 
She tends to rely heavily on 
people whose primary qual¬ 
ification is personal loyalty to 
her or her late husband, Bexxig- 
no Aquino. 

During the faded coup' of 
August 1987, a young RAM 
lieutenant, Robert Lee, 
ap pe ar ed on a commandeered 
television station to proclaim 
his movement's goals. Lee said 
Philippine society suffered from 
“too much pofitks” — endless 
deba te without resolution. 

The RAM clique became 
assoc i a t ed with then-Defence 
Minister Jnan Ponce Emile in a 
marriage of co nvenience based 
on their mutual op p os iti on to 
Mm ibub 1 mililAq i enief of 
Fabian Ver. 

Ver, a distant relative of 
Marcos, had circum v ente d the 

chain of com man d by itZ& itift- 
tionshajp with the president and 
his wife, Tmelrta, and under¬ 
mined Emile's postion as de¬ 


fence chief. 

Ver had also solidified his 
power by a p pointing su p porter s 
to senior commands, regardless 
of merit. RAM officers, there* 
-fore, looked to Enrife as their 
mentor. 

In 198S, as the Marcos admi¬ 
nistration weakened, RAM 
officers began to plot to over¬ 
throw the go v ernment and re¬ 
place it with a junta which 
would force discipline and 
order on a chaotic society. 

RAM sources say they plan¬ 
ned to trigger a coup attempt in 
late 1985 but delayed the plot 
after Marcos announced special 
presidential elections for 
February 1986. 

When Marcos used massive 
fraud to “win” the «iwtion 
'against Corazon Aquino, RAM 
issued a statement saying tbe 
“will of the people” had been 
foiled. 

Plans were laid far a coup, in 
which soldiers in robber boats 


sconn the presidential palace. 
But Ver learned of the plot 


and ordered the arrest of Entile 
and 5thers. When Entile found 
ont that be was to be arrested, 
he and fais "boys” withdrew to 
militaxy headquarters in f^»mp 
Againaldo and declared 
opposition to Marcos. 

Bat the move failed to win 
oyer enough units of the Philip¬ 
pine nu&taiy to assure success. 
r ji ri l e and then-vice chief of 
staff Fidel Ramos appealed to 
Cardinal Jaime Sin and opposi¬ 
tion groups for support. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
people heeded the cartfinaPs 
call to turn out in the streets to 
“protect” the mutineers. 
RAM’s cost for such support 
was declaration of support for 
Aquino as the rightful presi¬ 
dent. 

But the RAM clique al¬ 
ways feh they were denied the 

S ' that was rightfully theirs. 
risked their careers, their 
and their lives to oust 
Marcos- Ye* it was Aquino and 
her cadre of stalwarts, many of 
whom were bitterly anti-mflit- 
aiy, who ended up in power.
